Cash  on  Delivery.— Mail  matter  posted  at  a  Monev 
Order  Post  Office  in  Canada  for  delivery  at  any  post  office 
within  Canada  or  on  any  rural  route  within  Canada  may 
be  sent  by  the  C.O.D.  service,  whereby  charges  due  to  the 
sender  up  to  $100  may  be  collected  from  the  addressee  and 
remitted  to  the  sender  by  Post  Office  Money  Order.  The 
scale  of  fees  is  as  follows :  15  cents  if  the  amount  to  be 
collected  does  not  exceed  $50  ;  30  cents  if  more  than  $50  ;

Geographical  Notes 

Canada  has  28  per  cent,  of  the  area  of  the  British 
I^mpire,  is  as  large  as  thirty  United  Kingdoms  or  eighteen 
Germanys  ;  twice  size  of  British  India  ;  almost  as  large 
as  :europe  ;  eighteen  times  size  of  France  ;  thirtv- three 
times  size  of  Italy. 

Canada  is  Britain's  largest  overseas  Dominion. 
Bounded  three  oceans.  Coastal  distances  :  Pacific 
costal  line,  7180  miles  ;  Hudson  Bay  coast  line  mainland. 
6000  miles ;  Atlantic  coastline,  5000  miles — total, 
18,180  miles.  Canada's  greatest  width  in  due  east  and 
west  direction,  approximately  3050  miles ;  greatest 
distance  between  southerly  and  known  northerly  land 
extremities,  approximately  2870  miles.  Canada  lias  an 
area  of  3,694,863  square  miles. 

lyand  Area  of  Canada,  2,218,747,520  acres  ;  estimated 
area  of  possible  farm  land,  350,000,000  acres,  of  vvhicli 
163,260,000  acres  are  in  occupied  farms.    In  1931 


Geographical  Notes — Continued 

49,931,000  acres  were  occupied  in  Eastern  Canada  and 
75,338,000  acres  estimated  as  available  for  settlement. 
In  the  same  year  113,329,000  acres  were  under  cultivation 
in  the  west  and  60,830,000  acres  fit  for  agriculture  awaited 
settlers. 


Money 

The  denominations  of  money  in  the  currency  of  Canada 
are  dollars,  cents  and  mills,  the  cent  being  1-lOOth  part 
of  a  dollar  and  the  mill  1-lOth  part  of  a  cent. 

The  standard  of  fineness  for  gold  coins  is  9-lOths  gold.- 
and  for  silver  coins  4-5ths  silver,  and  British  and  United 
btates  gold  corns  are  legal  tender. 

The  legal  equivalent  of  the  British  sovereign  is  4.86f 
dollars. 

The  Dominion  Govermnent  issues  Dominion  notes  in 
denommations  of  $1  and  $2.  and  the  various  banks  of 
Canada  issue  notes  in  a  variety  of  denominations,  those 

general  circulation  being  legal  tender  for  $5.  $10.  $20. 
$50,  and  $100.

Canadian  Government 

Canada  is  a  self-governing  Dominion  within  the  British 
Empire. 

The  Dominion  or  Federal  Government  is  divided  among 
the  following  authorities  : — 

1.  The  King,  as  head  of  the  Executive,  represented 
by  a  Governor-General. 


Canadian  Government— Cont/nued 

2.  A  Cabinet,  called  the  Government,  whose  members- 
constitute  the  Canadian  Privy  Council,  the  Advisory 
Council  of  the  Governor-General. 

3.  A  Parliament  exercising  legislative  functions  over 
all  Canada. 

4.  A  Supreme  Court  exercising  judicial  functions 
as  a  Court  of  Appeal  from  the  Courts  of  the  Provinces,, 
and  for  the  settlement  of  Constitutional  difficulties. 

5.  Other  Courts  enforcing  the  various  Dominion- 
and  Provincial  Laws. 

The  Governor-General  is  appointed  by  the  King. 

The  Dominion  Parliament,  composed  of  the  Senate  and 
House  of  Commons,  functions  under  the  British  North 
America  Act  of  1867,  which  is  the  Constitution  by  which 
Canada  is  governed. 

The  members  of  the  Senate  (96)  are  appointed  for  life  ; 
the  members  of  the  House  of  Commons  (245)  are  elected 
by  popular  vote. 

The  Dominion  is  a  federal  union  of  nine  provinces  and 
two  territories,  and  each  has  its  Legislature,  which  functions 
within  prescribed  limits.
